SAYS CHANGES 
HAVE IMPROVED 
HEALTH DEPT. 


Dr. Clayton B Mather, regional 
medical director of the state Public 
Health Department, said Monday 
evening in a talk at the YMCA 
building 
that 
the 
public 
health 
services of the state have been 
greatly improved during the last 
few years. 
He spoke here under tne auspices 
of the Public Affairs committtee of 
the YWCA and the Legislation and 
Status of Women committees of the 
AAUW. Mrs. Frank Hewetson, chair­ 
man of the AAUW. presided at the 
meeting. 
Dr. Mather, who has been engaged 
in public health w'ork for the last 
25 years in Michigan, Connecicut 
and Pennsylvania, explained how 
the many divisions of public health 
work in this state have been united 
into one service which has been giv­ 
en new authority under Dr. Charles 
Wilbar, state director of the Public 
Health Service. 
Re-nrganization Necessary 
All officials in the department 
have been put under Civil Service, 
he said, and seven regional offices 
have been established to speed serv­ 
ice for the public. He explained that 
the re-organization was necessary 
to keep abreast of the changing im­ 
portance of various diseases. For 
example, he said, many communi­ 
cable diseases at one time were 
much more prevalent than they are 
today. 
He traced the beginnings of the 
re-organization of the department 
to the administration of Governor 
Duff and said changes have followed 
through succeeding administrations. 
He described new state health laws 
which divide the state into three 
types of districts for health serv­ 
ices—cities with their own health 
departments, 
boroughs 
and 
first 
class townships which may have 
their own health authorities and 
second class townships which do not 
have a health officer under state 
supervision. 
Not Displacing Physician 
It was pointed out that while 
Gettysburg has a board of health, 
appointed by town council, and a 
health officer, surrounding areas do 
not have local health boards and 
are under direct supervision of the 
regional office. Dr. Mather described 
the 
many 
divisions 
under 
each 
regional office, a sanitary engineer, 
enviromental 
sanitarian, 
regional 
nurse, nutritionist and a physical 
therapist, regional dentist, health 
educator and industrial hygienist 
who serve in an advisory capacity. 
Dr Mather emphasized that the 
public health department does not 
take the place of the family phy­ 
sician. “Public health is preventive 
medicine which cares for conditions 
that cause illness in many individ­ 
uals but when persons get sick, 
they have to look to their own 
physician to care for them." He con­ 
cluded by saying that although the 
Public Health Department is more 
effective now than previously, “it 
still can be improved and can be 
of more help to the people in the 
state.”

The President set a precedent bv 
flying from Washington to Gettys­ 
burg in an Army helicopter, the 
first chief executive to use this 
type of flyintr machine to reach his 
voting residence. 
Mr. Eisenhower was in a Jovial 
mood. He was seated at the window 
of the door in the ’copter when the 
big whirlybird dropped down on the 
open grass field at 10:28 o’clock. He 
was beaming and started waving to 
the crowd of several hundred be­ 
fore helicopter touched down. The 
wind from the big 'copter’s rotors 
churned up freshly cut grass and 
blew a strong wind against the on­ 
rushing spectators who were sud­ 
denly stopped in their tracks by the 
blast 
Seen Bv School Children 
An aide opened the ’copter door 
and the President was the first to 
step out. He was cheered by the 
large crowd and walked slowly, ac­ 
companied by his aides and pres* 
secretary, James C. Hagerty, to the 
voting place. He was greeted there 
by Bernard V. Miller, judge of elec­ 
tions, and escorted to within the 
roped off area where he signed his 
named in the voting book and vias 
presented with a ballot. He walked 
around the offlciaLs’ table and en­ 
tered the second booth from the 
right end. He emerged a moment 
later. How he voted only he knews. 
Among the spectators was a group 
of 36 school children from Redeem­ 
er's Lutheran Day School, Philadel­ 
phia, who were in Gettysburg on 
tour when they learned the Presi­ 
dent was going to vote. They and 
their director, Rev. O. H. Bertram, 
pastor of the church, drove in their 
chartered bus to the Barlow voting 
precinct. 
President Eisenhower wore a natty 
grey suit white shirt, blue tie, gray 
hat and black shoes.

KANSAS CITY Uh — A simple 
memorial is the only structural 
rem inder that a year ago today a 
tornado whirled through suburban 
Ruskin Heights at more than 500 
miles an hour. 
Forty-seven graves are an eter­ 
nal reminder. 
Tile flattened homes, the unbe­ 
lievable rubble the upturned cars 
are no longer there. 
R u s k i n 
Heights has been rebuilt. 
The work that has been done Is 
not so much reconstruction as It 
is resurrection. 
Hit In Early Evening 
If you didn’t go through those 
frenzied 
minutes 
yourself, 
you 
have to look at pictures to see the 
change. 
From the air today the streets 
form the same gentle S curves 
they did after the tornado. But 
then they looked mushy, like a 
Wheatfield 
after harvest. 
Today 
you are struck by the sharply de­ 
fined lines of the light rooftops. 
The tornado was spawned at 
5.30 p.m. from black rain clouds 
at Emporia, Kan., some IOO miles 
away. 
It moved 
northeastward, 
killing at Ottawa and Hill City in 
Kansas, 
destroyed 
Martin 
City, 
Mo., and did its worst at Ruskin 
Heights. 
M em orial Dedicated 
Thirty-nine persons were killed 
and 483 homes destroyed or dam ­ 
aged there. 
The memorial, a brick structure 
about 15 feet high, is located at 
the center of the devastated Rus­ 
kin Heights area. It was dedicat­ 
ed Monday 
while 
2.000 
persons 
watched. 
It has three windows at the top. 
“They symbolize faith, hope and 
love,” said N. M. Roach, president 
of 
the 
Ruskin 
Heights 
Homes 
Assn. “They are the things that 
rebuilt Ruskin Heights.”

IRISH BRIGADE 


IN BATTLE HERE 


IS STORY TOPIC 


Tile story of the Irish Brigade 
in the Civil War is retold in the 
current issue of “Catholic Digest” 
under the heading “Absolution at 
Gettysburg” by Paul Jones. 
Lead article in tile current issue 
of national publication, the story re­ 
lates how the Irish Brigade had 
gone into position along the Union 
center on Cemetery' Ridge about 4 
o’clock on the afternoon of July J, 
1863. after a 240-m ile march in 14 
days. 
“Now thev 
were gratefully 
taking It easy in the shade. But they 
knew their breathing spell could not 
last much longer.” 
As the men waited Sickles’ 3rd 
Corp* was attacked in the Peach 
orchard. Sykes* 5th Corps moved to 
the rescue “Then a mounted staff 
officer galloped up to General Han­ 
cock, commanding the 2nd Corps 
near where the Irish Brigade waited.
